The decision took nearly an hour to 
read and included a quantity of the 
verbatim testimony taken. before the 
Helm Committee at Springfield. It was 
seen from the first few minutes’ reading 
that the Judge was inclined to uphold 
the contention of the defendant’s attor- 
ney, Nathaniel C. Sears.

Funk Named Tilden. 
Tilden was named by Clarence Funk 


of the International Harvester Co. as a 
person to whom he.was directed to send 
a check for $10,000 alleged to have been 
used in electing United States Senator 
William Lorimer. 

Attorney. John J. Healy, representing 
the Helm Committee, was given 10 days 
in which to file exceptions.

Of these, 33 voted for Mayor 
Robert Speer of Denver, the other three 
scattering their votes. 

Another caucus, called by the support- 
ers of former Gov. Alva Adams of 
Pueblo, admittedly for the purpose of 
preventing the attendance of a legisila- 
tive majority, 51, at the regular cau- 
cus, was attended by 28 Democrats, two 
Democratic legislators holding / aloeci 
from both caucuses. 

The Adams forces signified their wil- 
lingness to enter into caucus with the 
“regulars,’’ provided Mayor Speer with- 
drew as a candidate. This was refused. 
Later each caucus appointed five mem- 
bers of a conference committee, which 
met without reaching any understand- 
ing. Shortly efter midnight both cau- 
cuses adfourned with the only develop- 
ment the acquisition of four new votes 
by .Speer.

Louis. She came here after she re- 
ceived a letter from her Mster in 
Russia, saying that a friend had met 


Kolmonowitz and a woman in the

The death in Tendon of Prof. Hbisey 
Cooley Ives, director of the St. Louis 
Art Museum, proved a severe shock to 


his many friends’ in St. Louis, none of 
whom had suspected until Friday the 
serious nature of his illness. | 

It was known that his health ‘had 
been impaired of late. but it was be- 
lieved the trip abroad would enabie him 
to recuperate. 

Prof. Ives, according to Associated 
Press dispatches from London, died 
about midnight at the Westminster Ho- 
el, following a stroke of apoplexy which 
came upon him Friday morning. 

He was on a leave of absence granted 
him by Mayor Kreismann early in April, 
6nd was planning to attend several im- 
portant art exhibitions in England, 
Italy and Germany. 

He also had in prospect the purchase 
of some art works for the City Art 
Museum of St. Louis, of which he was 
director, and a visit to his daughter, 
Miss Callie Ives, who is studying in 
Berlin. 

Mrs. Ives, wholly unprepared for the 
shock of such terrible news, is pros- 
trated at Redcroft, the beautiful Ives 
country: home at Overland Park, St. 
Louis County. 

Mrs. Ives, if her condition warrants 
it, will go to New York Monday, ac- 
companied by her son, Neil McDowell 
Ives, and they will sail Wednesday for 
London to bring the body home. No 
announcement of funeral arrangements 
will be made until the body reaches St. 
Louis, 

Mies Callie Ives will return with her 
mother and her brother. 

Prof. Ives was married in 1887 to Mar- 
gwaret Lackland, a daughter of Rufus J. 
Lackland, one of St. Louis’ 
bankers.

BEAT TRAVILLA} 


They Charge the Street Com- 
missioner With Putting His 
Position First. 


MAYOR’S FUND IS CUT 


Starkloff, Thomas, Hellmich and 
Kimmell Also to Fail of 
Confirmation. 


Mayor 
to discuss the action of the City Coun- 
cil in) rejecting the reappointment of 
James C. Travilla as Street Commis- 
siener. 

The Mayor also declined to discuss 
his future plans with respect to filling 
the office of Street Commissioner. It 
is known that the Mayor is eager to re- 
tain Travilla in the office. Under the 
charter he is required to sénd a new 
appointment to the Council every 19 
days. 

It was recently announced at the 
Mayor's office that he had a list of 50 
names to be sent to the Council for 
Street Commissioner, with the under- 
standing that if anyone of the 50 were 
confinized he woulé refuse to qualify, 
so that Travilla could be retained, The 
confirmation of one man by the Coun- 
(il would relieve the Mayor of any ob- 
‘igation to send in any other name. 

The Mayor expressed surprise that 
Councilman John S. Leahy had deserted 
him and joined the anti-administration 
faction in voting. to reject Travilla. 

“T have 19 requests from Councilman 
reahy to retain Democrats in office,” 
said Mayor Kreismann. ‘It seems to 
mie that it is very inconsistent for him 
ic make’ requests for the retention of 
Democrats, and then refuse to confirm 
an efficient Street Commissioner be- 
exuse he is a Democrat.’ 

Charles E. Swingley was confirmed 
as Chief of the Fire Department: James 
N. MeKelvey as Building Commission- 
er, and Calvin J. White as Superintend- 
ent of the Workhouse. 

It is understood at the city hall that 
at least four others on the Mayor's 
slate will be rejectéd by the Council. 
According to present plans of the anti- 
administration faction of the Council. 
the following are slated for decapita- 
tion: Dr. Mac C. Starkloff. for Health 
Commissioner; Joseph B. Thomas, for 
Supply Commissioner; Arnold Hellmich 
or Harbor and Wharf Commissioner, 
and probably Karl Kimmell, for Police 
Judge. 

In explanation of the Council's ac- 
tion; Friday night, the leaders of the 
Kiel or. anti-administration faction of 
the Council declared that Travilla was 
rejected purely for political reasons. 
They complimented him on his ability 
as Street Commissioner, but said he 
had been playing politics to hold his 
own job. 

Political Switch Charged. 

The leaders said that Travilla was’ap- 
pointed to a place in the Street Dep? *t- 
ment as a Republican, and that after 
the election of Rolla Wells as Mayor he 
became a Democrat. Two years ago the 
Republicans offered him the rnomina- 
tion for President of the Board.of Pub- 
lic Improvements, but he. turned i 
down and ran for the same office on 
the Democratic ticket, being defeaied 
by Maxime Reber. The Kiel leaders 
say that in order to hold his job us 
Street Commissioner under Ma;or 
Kreismann he discharged practically all 
the Democrats in his department and 
gave the jobs to Republicans. 

The Councilmen voting asainst the 
confirmation of Truvilla wore Evers, 
Fletcher, Haller; Leahy, Lenmberg, 
Randall and Rower. Those voting for 
his confirmation were Davis, Espen- 
schied, Paule and Presiden’! Gundlach. 

Three Holdovers Against Him. 

Three of the holdover members of the 
Council voted with four of the new 
members in the rejection of Travilla. 
The old members voting with the anti- 
administration faction were Councilmen 
Leahy, Lehmberg ‘and Evers. Paule, 
elected as an anti-administration Coun- 
cilman, voted with the Mayer's faction 
on all propositions. 

The Council took another slap. at 
Mayor Kreismann by voting to reduce 
his contingent fund from $12,500 to 
$500. The fight on the allowance of a 
contingent fund of $12,500 was led by 
Councilman Leahy, who demanded to 
know why the contingent fund expenses 
were not reported by the Mayor to the 
Comptroller. 

It was charged by the Councilmen 
that a considerable portion of the 
Mayor’s contingent fund had been used 
by the Comptroller for hiring detectives 
and expert accountants to investigate 
other city departments. 

The Council will have a special meet- 
2 p. m. Saturday to advance the 
passage of the tax rate and appropria- 
tion bills.

WOMEN ENLIVEN AUCTION 





Spirit Into Sale and 


Men Become So Amused They Finally Inject 


91 Pictures Sell for 


$7469, One Bringing $700. 





Three hundred and sixty-four bidg in, 
201 minutes bought $1 paintings for $7469 
Friday night at the public auction of 
the art collection of the late William 


Segrist, held in the ballroom of the 
Buckingham | Hotel. 

The bidding seemed to prove that from 
the standpoint of artistic temperament, 
the best things come in. small pack- 
The smatiest picture in the col- 
lection ‘Was sola for the highest. price. 
The small .ofl painting, “Council of 
War,” by Carl Wimar, 7x9 inches, was 
sold for $700 to the Noonan-Kocian Co., 
art dealers. A picture more than three 
times its size, b¥ Louis Garces, a Span- 
ish painter,* who holds several medals, 
brought $28. 

John H. Gundlach, president of the 
City Council, injected the first real life 
into the bidding. A _ picture of four 
lambs at play by G. Torres, a Spanish 
artist, took his fancy and be beught it 
after running it up to $60. Before he 
entered. the bidding the highest price 
brought by a, painting was $45, and the 
prices ranged from that figure down 
to’ $8. : 
Soctety Folk Present, 

About 200 art levers and society folk, 
more than half of them women, attend- 
ed’ the auction. The pictures were shown 
at their best from a stage erected in 
the west end of the: ballroom. Wher 
the red plush curtains were thrown 
back the entire setting of red contrast- 
ed sharply with the gilt frames of the 
paintings as they were shown in turn 
by attendants. The light effect had 
been installed to produce the proper 
lights and shadows on the canvasses 
of various colorings. 

The women bargain hunters added 
guyety and smiles with their bids of $1. 
The men in attendance seldom raised a 
bid with less than a $5 advance, but the 
women did not hesitate to offer an in- 
crease of $1, and donated a smile in the 
bargain. 

The bids were slow at the start, but 
the prices offered increased as the sale 
progressed. The first 10 pictures sold 
for an aggregate of $320. The second 
10 brought $371. The third 10 paintings 
brought $634, and the fourth 10 passed 





the $1000 mark, bringing $1349. 
The brief biographies _of several art- 


ists and history of the paintings in the 
elaborate catalogues did not seem to 
produce the reguits expected. A splen- 
did picture of Lake Como by F. QO. Syl- 
vester, the American artist who wan 
bronze and silver medals in the St. Louis 
exhibition in 19, and a Chicago prize 
in 1996, sold for $15. The picturesque 
lake enters into the story of the “Lady 
of Lyons,” and the artist gained fame 
as a painter of. streams and lakes, in- 
cluding our own Mississippi River. 

A painting of hollyhocks in Shaw's 
Garden by Dawson V'atson, an Amer- 
ican artist, sold for $e6, According td 
the announcement, it is valued at $400; 
A picture of fruit entitled, “Still 
Life,” by Louis Garces of Madrid, sold 
for $26, after the audience had been 
told {t was worth $400. 

The twenty-third picture sold wad 
the first to pass the $100 price. It 
was “Fairy Tales,” by Joseph War- 
ren,.an American.

DIETZ, OBJECTING 
AS OWN ATTORNEY, 
UPHELD BY COURT 


When Defendant Asks, Judge 
Prevents Witness Telling of 
a Former Fight.

HAYWARD, Wis., May 6.—In the trial 
of John F. Dietz, charged with the mur- 
der of Deputy Sheriff Oscar Harp, the 
first witness today was H. G. Conlin, a 
of. the posse which waited at 


the edge of the brush when former 
“nited States Deputy Marshal 8. Q. 
Jonas and Special Deputy Charles Calla- 
han were forcibly ejected from the Dietz 
place by John Dietz in 1906. 

Conlin testified that when he went 
to the Dietz place to assist former 
United States Marshal Jonas that Dietz 
told him to ‘‘get out,”” and that he did 
so. Several other officers were called 
to tell how they attempted to serve pa- 
pers on Dietz and to arrest him. When 
former Sheriff William Giblin took the 
stand Dietz appealed to the Court to 
stop testimony along this line. 

“T ask,” he. said. “that all. testimony 
regarding this and other cases against 
me be stricken from the record. The 
prosecution is trying to make a job lot 
out-of this murder case. It looks like 
The only question 
up now is whether we-are guilty of kill- 
ing Oscar Harp, and all other evidence 
is’ immaterial.’’ 

Judge Reid did not order the testi- 
mony stricken from the record, but sus- 
tained Dietz's objection and Giblin was 
prevented from telling his story of the 
first attempt to arrest Dietz when shots 
were fired in 1904. 

James G. Y. Gvyiland, the next wit- 
ness was, however, allowed to tell the 
story of the affair in 1996,-when a posse 
of officers from Milwaukee assaulted 
the Dietz cabin. This was the affair 
during which Clarence Dietz was shot in 
the head and John Rogiche received a 
bullet in his thigh. Dietz entered stren- 
uous objection to the story getting into 
the record.

Official Correspondence of Gov. 
Jackson and President Jeffer- 
son Davis Quoted.

NEW YORK, May 6.—Philip R. Dillon 
writes a signed article in the Evening 
World today concerning Civil War days 
in St. Louis and Missouri, which is one 
of the most interesting of the many 
half-century anniversary stories that 
have been printed. It follows: 

By PHILIP R. DILLON, 

The principal Civil War anniversary 
day of next week will be Wednesday, 
May 10. On that date, 50 years ago, the 
first shots of the war west of the Mis- 
Sissippi were fired, and the first blood 
was shed in Missouri. : 

In order to understand well the imme- 
diate cause of this first clash in Mis- 
souri, we must clearly know what was 
meant by “border states.’’ At Christ- 
mas time in 1860, South Carolina had se- 
ceded; it was the first State to leave. 
the Union. In the next six weeks Mis- 
sissippi,- Florida, Alabama, Georgia. 
Louisiana and Texas, in the order 
named, seceded by acts of their legisla- 
tures, and North Carolina joined them 
later. 

But there were other states in which 


“border states;’’ they were Maryland, 
Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky. Arkan- 
sas and Missouri. In these states there 
were many anti-slavery men and their 
legislatures were undecided until Presi- 
dent Lincoln had called for 75,000 volun- 
teer soldiers, on April 14, 1861. This 
call by Mr. Lincoln was the final act 
which influenced Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Arkansas to join 
the Confederacy. 


Struggle to Control States. 
In the other three border states— 


Maryland, Kentucky and Missouri—the 
people continued to be nearly equally 
divided in sentiment. Great efforts were 
made by the leaders of both sides to 
control the State Legislatures and the 
public offices. especially the arms and 
militia armories. The Northern leaders 
succeeded in holding these three states. 
At that time West Virginia was a part 
of Virginia; it was made a separate 
state in 1862 and remainde loyal to the 
Union. 

Especially the Gouthern leaders want- 
ed to hold Missouri, for the city of St. 
Louis was then the greatest city of the 
West, with 160,000 population, while Chi- 
cago had then only 110.000 population. 
To St.’ Louis came the great Mississippi 
River steamers from New Orleans and 
the Mississippi River. was the great 
channel of commerce in the interior of 
the country, for there were few rail- 
roads, 

The Governor of Missouri was Clai- 
bourne F. Jackson, a Southern man, 
who was trying to deliver his State to 
the Confederacy. He established 4 
camp On the outskirts of St. Louis 
~jand called it “Camp Jackson.” He or- 
dered , out the regular militia to 
“drill,” pretending that this was only 
to have the militia ready to put down 
riots and preserve order. In reality. 
t+he aimed to get together a body of 
soldiers who would . fight for the 
South, seize the arsenal and arms In 
St. Louis and other places and then 
send his “militia’’ to the regular Con- 
federate army.

his relatives and friends on the South- 
ern side, and his duty to his commander- 
in-chief—President Lincoln—he seemed 
to waver. He did nothing to stop the 
activity of Gov. Jackson. and he ’seemed 
to frown upon and resent the actions 
of the Union men of St. Louis who 
went ahead and organized themselves 
into ‘regiments, prepared to fight and 
frustrate the plot of Gov. Jackson. 

There was then in command of the 
St. Louis arsenal‘ another United States 
Army official, Capt. Nathaniel Lyon, a 
brave and devoted man, S' who hated 
slavery. Capt. Lyon was born in Con- 
necticut in 1818, was graduated from 
West Point in -1841 and had gained 
honor for gallantry in the Mexican 
War in 1546 and 1847. The Union peo- 
ple of Missouri put all their trust in 
him. He moved the arms and ammuni- 
tion to fTilinois for safekeeping. He 
formed regiments of the enthusiastic 
loyal Union men of St. Louis and he 
drilled them in spite of the displeasure 
of his superior. Gen. Harney. 


Rival Meetings on Streets. 
Daily the city of St. Louis was grow- 


ing more excited, for the Legislature 
was in session and was known to be 
controlled by Gov. Jackson. Speech- 
making was going on in the streets day 
and night. On one cerner a crowd 
would be cheering for Jefferson Davis. 
In the meantime Gov. Jackson went on 
gathering his ‘‘militia’’ at Camp Jack- 
son and other places. He had 80 men 
at Camp Jackson, all ‘‘Secessionists.”’ 
Finally, President Lincoln grew so im- 
patient because of Gen. Harney’s slow- 
ness that he relieved him of command 
and called him to Washington, leaving 
Capt. Lyon in command at St. Louis, 
and quickly Capt. T.yon acted, for he 
knew that the men at Camp Jackson 
were in reality Confederate soldiers, 
only waiting for the word to join the 
Confederate forces. On the night of 
May & cannon, ammunition and sev- 
eral hundred muskets sent by Jefferson 
Davis from New Orleans were landed 
at St. Louis from a steamer, and at 
once were taken to Camp Jackson. 
Capt. Lyons’ scouts reported this -to 
him and next morning the Captain dis- 
guised himself by putting on the dress 
of a woman, with a wig and veil, and. 
seated ‘beside a friend in a carriage, 
like a society woman bent upon pleas- 
ure, was driven out into Camp Jackson, 
where so many of the Southern women 
of St. Louis were fond_of going to see 
the military § sights. he Southerners 
did not suspect him and he closely ob- 
served the arms and defenses of the 
camp and planned how he would cap-

ARMS SMUGGLED TO CAMP 


After 800 Southern Recruits Had 
Surrendered, Rowdies Taunted 
Victors. 


of Home Guards, in all about 1000 men. 
This force marched through different 
streets and quickly surrounded Camp 
Jackson; the cannon were placed ready 
to batter the houses and earthworks 
of the camp. 

Gen. Frost, séeing he was surrounded, 
hastily sent a letter to Capt. Lyon say- 
ing that neither he nor any .of his 
troops meant any hostility to the United 
States. But Capt. Lyon did not believe 
him and demanded the immediate sur- 
render of the camp, ‘‘with no other con- 
ditions than all persons surrendering 
shall be humanely and kindly treated.” 

Gen. Frost, seeing that Capt. Lyon 
was a man of extraordinary resolute- 
ness, surrendered at once and 800 Con- 
federates gave themselves up and were 
marched back as prisoners. ‘Up to this, 
there ‘had been no disorder nor turbu- 
lence. A great crowd had filled the 
streets and followed Capt. Lyon’s men 
out to Camp Jackson. Most of the 
crowd were peacefif, being undecided 
which side they would join in the war. 
Rut. as in all excited crowds, there 
were a number of lawless city rowdies 
who wanted to fight. and these had 
armed themselves with pistols, knives 
and other small weapons. 


Personal. Insult Starts Fight. 
When Capt. Lyon’s men marched back 


toward the arsenal with the prisoners 
the roughs of the mob began to cheer 
for Jefferson Davis. They cutfrsed thie 
("nion soldiers. A dastardly insult was 
hissed at a certain soldier. He swung 
the butt of his musket and it sogged 
into the head of his insulter. A roar of 
rage instantly went up from the row- 
dies, a shower of stones fell upon the 
soldiers, then a pistol shot and a sol- 
dier fell—more pistol shots from the 
mob. 

Now all was fearful tumult. The 
soldiers were raw; they had never 
before been fired ‘upon. A_ bullet 
struck an officer, Capt. Blautowski; 
he staggered, and as he fell he gave 
the command—“‘‘Fire.” Two companies 
of the soldiers obeyed. Some aimed 
at the one who had insulted them, 
but most of the guns were aimed 
blindly at the shrieking, struggling 
mob. Innocent men, women and chil- 
dren fell in their blood, while the 
great crowd fled in all directions in 
mortal terror. As in all affairs of 
this kind, the guilty ones—the ruf- 
fians who-had started the riot, es- 
caped. Three soldiers and 15 citizens 
were killed and y more were 
wounded. It was thei first blood of 
the war upon the soil of Missouri. 

The city was crazed to frenzy. Gun 
stores were broken into, but the po- 
‘lice checked the outbreak. Capt 
Lyon released his prisoners the next 
day “on parole,” and‘ quietly but 
grimly he held his little armory for 
the next development. The whole 
country was again shocked as it had 
been at the blood shed in the streets 
of Baltimore a few weeks before. 

On May Il, the next day, the New 
York World in a clarion editorial said: 

‘The first blood shed on the banks 
of the Mississippi will instantly divide 
with a red line the intermingled par- 
ties in Missouri and other border states. 


From this moment, in the West, he who 
is not. for the Union is against it, and 
Missouri must accept the alternative 
of loyalty or desolation.’’ 


At 2 p. m. on the afternoon of May 10 
Capt. Lyon marched his force to Camp 
Jackson. His little army was composed 
of one battalion of regulars, with six 
pieces of artillery. four regiments of

“I concur with you as to the great 
importance of capturing the arsenal 
and securing its supplies, rendered 
doubly important by the means taken 
to obstruct your commerce and render 
you unfitted victims of a hostile in- 
vasion. We look anxiously and hopec- 
fully for the day when the star of 
Missouri shall be added to the cor- 
Stellation of the Confederate State. 
of America.” 

On May 6, Gov. Jatkson wrote to the 
Confederate Secretary of War at Rich- 
inond, as follows: 

“Missouri, you know, is yet under the 
tyranny of Lincoln Government—so far, 
at least, as forms go. We are woefully 
deficient here in arms, and cannot fur- 
“18h them at present; but so far as men 
are concerned, we have plenty of them 
ready, willing and anxious to march at 
any moment to the defense of the South. 
and I 
doubt not will give me all the necessary 
authority over the matter. If you can 
kim the men they wil go whenever 
wanted, and to any point where they 
may be most needed. I send this to 
Memphis by private hand, being afraid 
to trust our mails or telegraphs Let 
me hear from you by the same means.

SEES ONE ‘SIDE ONLY 


Magistrates Contend Mayor’s 
Secretary Did Not. Base 
Charges on Personal Knowledge. 


Judges William Jeff Pollard and Dan- 
ie) O'C. Tracy, presiding magistrates at 
the Dayton Street and Clark Avenue Po- 
lice Courts, respectively, take issue with 
Robert Burkham, secretary to the May- 
or, who criticised the St. Louis police 
courts In a speech before the City Club 
Friday afternoon. « 

Chief among Burkham’s complaints 
was that the judges rush through their 
dockets sé they may: go to luncheon on 
tre dot. 

To this Judge: Tracy replies that he 
does not consider Burkham a competent 
critic, and Judge Pollard asserts he 
never eats lunch, whether in or out of 
court. 

“IT never saw Mr. Burkham in my 
court but once,” said Judge Trary. “I 
iherefore fail to see how he knows s0 
intimately its workings. Police court 
cases are disposed of rapidly because 
tue offenses generally are of little sig- 
nificance, and the witnesses few, but 
we never hurry them to the detriment of 
any one. 


Avoids Delays. 
“It is true that I work always to avoid 


unnecessary delays, which is necessary 
when business men are called as wit- 
nesses. Burkham does not know, per- 
haps, that I call prisoners back after 
the court is adjourned and try to find 
in every one of them sufficient reason 
for staying the fine on good -behavior. 
He handles the executive clemency re- 
norts, made on behalf of prisoners sent 
to the workhouse, and consequently he 
always sees the other side of the case. 

“There are three newspaper men in 
my court every day. I am willing to 
let them pass on the question of undue 
haste.” 

“TI never eat lunch,” said Judge Pol- 
lard Saturday. “I go on with my dock- 
et without interruption, if it takes all 
day. I would carry the work on into 
the night if it were necessary. Of course, 
J let the clerks and marshals go out 
f> lunch when the docket has not been 
cleared by noon.’ 

The originator of the “Pollard pledge” 
for drunkards said he believed Burk- 
ham’s criticisms were directed against 
conditions and. not against men. In 
regard to. Burkham’s charge that po- 
lice judges impose unreasonably heavy 
fines in some cases, Judge Pollard said 
his record must answer. 


Cannot Override the Law. 
‘“‘Evervone knows or may know what 


.I have done in that respect,’’ said Judge 
Pollard. ‘“‘Fines have been imposed at 
the direction of my best judgment. 
large ones on convictions of serious of- 
fenses and small ones for minor mis- 
conduct. Whenever possible, if I find 
that I must fine a man in compliance 
with the law, I have given him the 
benefit of the good-behavior rule, under 
vehich execution of the punishment is 
stayed on condition that the offense 
is ot repeated.”’ 

Burkham deplored the fact that fines 
are the only punitive instruments in’ the 
St. Louis police courts, and that police 
magistrates have not the power to send 
a man to jail. This, Judge Pollard said, 
is the law, above which the judges can- 
not.rise. 

“The principal criticism lodged against 
me,” said Judge Pollard, ‘“‘is that it 
takes me too long to make decisions.”’ 

He referred to the fact that some of 
the attorneys and judges in the police 
courts have offices downtown and pri- 
vate practices to which they are eager 
to give as much of their time as possi- 
ble. This criticism, however, does not 
appl¥ to Judge Pollard, who has no 
downtown office and who devotes his 
entire time to police court work.

Even the playful voice of the 
dog was silent. Later inquiry developed 
the fact that John Frog I, a pet Boston 
terrier belonging to Paul Whitman, the 
Mayor’s stepson, had eaten some poison 
intended for mice and was then getting 
better acquainted with a stomach pump 
at the St. Louis Dog Hospital, 4159 La- 
clede avenue. When Dr. Charlies Ellis, 
who has charge of the hospital, had 
given him a thorough treatment he let 
John Frog. I recuperate for a day or 
two and then sent him home. 

Dogs Almost Human, 

‘Dogs are the nearest of any animals 
to human beings, and the more one 
learns about them the more one appre- 
ciates how little he really knows,” said 
Dr. Ellis, speaking of canines in gen- 
eral. “The old saying that “Age cannot 
wither nor custom stale her infinite va- 
riety’ is just as applicable to dogs as 
it is to women. I have been taking 
care of them steadily here now for 10 
years and I see more every day how 
human they are. 

“They have the same ailments that 
humans have and have to be treated 
in very nearly the same way. I have 
treated dogs with mumps, tuberculosis, 
cancer, rheumatism, toothache, St. Vi- 
tus’ dance, gastritis, nephritis, colds, 
bronchjtis and many other ailments. I 
take a dog’s temperature with a fever 
thermometer just as you would a hu- 
man being. Normal temperature for a 
dog is 100 degree instead of 98 as it is 
in a man. 

“T conceived the idea of a dog hospi- 
tal years ago, when I was a medical 
student in Hanover, Germany. There 
were many of them in operation there 
at that time, and I realized that one 
was needed here. I have been bitten 
a few times, but practically none in 
comparison to the number of dogs I 
have handled. 


No Fear of Dogs. 
I have absolutely no fear of them, 


and dogs seem to know that, even wher 
I have to walk right up and handle the 
most ferocious of them. “And then, too, 
they smell my clothes and know that I 
have been around dogs a great deal. I 
have had a dog that looked as if he 
was almost going to tear me to pieces 
come up and as soon as he smelt my 
clothes turn around and walk away.”’ 
Dr. Ellis explained that he had been. 
forced to take the Pasteur treatment 
four times, but those were cases when 
he had been bitten by mad dogs. These 
are not controlled by any instinct what- 
soever, but will bite anything that 
comes near them. ' 
“Dogs are not especially snappy just 
because they are sick,’’ continued the 
doctor. 


‘Again, just like humans, some

ing the matter with him. I wonder if 
they ever stopped to think that the

“I have had insane dogs to take care 
of—dogs which were absolutely harm- 
less, but had simply lost their minds. 
It is a pitiable to see them going 
around, around and around in a small 
circle till they would almost drop from 
exhaustion. Or sometimes they will butt 
their heads against the wall.”

TAUSSIG’S ECONOMIES. 

It is pertinent to congratulate City Comptroller 
Taussig on his notable success in forcing econ- 
omy and efficiency into municipal business. His 
fellow Republicans are the beneficiaries in a po- 
litical way of what they were denouncing a short 
time ago as Taussig’s* secret service system, 
Taussig’s obnoxious interference, Tausssig’s par- 

simony and Taussig’s prying proclivities, ete. 
| Comptroller Taussig, with greater geneposity,: 

gives his fellow officials credit for co-operating. 
with him In ‘his desire to cut out extravagalice, 
curtail waste and reduce expenses without ini-} 
pairing efficiency. But with or without the as- 
sistance of other officials, he succeeded, in savinz 
a million dollars last year. Despite the refusal 
of the School Board to sarrender any: part of 
what it is legally entitled to, this saving has 
avoided an increase in the tax rate. The rate 
will remain at $2.22 per hundred dollars ‘of as- 
sessed valuation. The estimated income from 
taxes is $9,000,000; for expenses during the ren 
the requirement is $9,668,000. 

It is a very agreeable solution of a ge 
problem, but can Mr. Taussig continue to save’ 
a million dollars a year for an indefinite period? 
Can he continue his economies so that. the 
amounts appropriated can always exceed the 
estimated income by $668,000 and still leave’ the 
tax rate stationary? If such a thing were pos- 
sible it would be well to start an investigation 
of the methods of making appropriations at once. | 
A system so extravagant that a million dollars 
can be lopped off without impairing efficiency 
is a bad system and the hope of continuing it 
as the means of avoiding an increase of the tax 
rate is worse. 

There is another consideration. Is the saving 
accomplished by scrimping the departments and 
neglecting work that should be done, or by legiti- 
mate reduction of expenses that are too high or 
supplies that are not needed? Wise economy is 
excellent, but neglecting needed public work 
or cutting and cheapening supplies actually need- 
ed is not wise.

Freight Handling by Trolley thane, ap 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Speaking to a man recently of St. Louis’ trolley 
service and her freight facilities as proving her 
sdvantages as a location, both for business and ‘as 
a place to live, he gave expression to a view wh‘ch 
is in a way new to me, as a practical thing; but 
looks interesting. It was this: That as to freight, 
there is a practical right of the merchant and manu- 
facturer and shipping public generally, which the 
carriers are not disposed to take up of their own 
accord, namely, store-door delivery; and that while

The most wonderful. boring apparatus 
in the world is possessed by the great 
ichneumon fly. It ig eomposed of three 
black filaments, all extremely fragile, 
larger or stiffer than a horse hair,and 
about five inchés long. These fit to- 
gether with, grooves, and glide easily 
Pee their entire length. The three, 
hen fitted together, are no larger in 
diameter than a small heedle, and so 
tlexible that a slight breath ‘of air will 
bend them. Yet with this remarkable 
instrument its owner can bore three 
or four inches into: the hardest wood. 
This borer, is possessed only by the 
female and is her ovipositor, or egg- 
laying appdratus.. Boring which takes 
hours to. accomplish is for the purpose 
of lay ing one egg. 
Many insects are extremely prolific. 
All of the order Hymenoptera. the 
bees and ants, lay large numbers. of 
eges, but they are easily excelled by 
the order Plecoptera, the stone filles, 
pane female of which deposits from -five 
to six thousand edgs.

A quick, violent break from 97c to 
98%c in the Chicago May wheat option 
ungettled the grain market Saturday. 
The drive against prices was similar to 
the one made a week ago when the 
advance showed indications of attract- 
ing heavy shipments for delivery on 
contracts. Quick movements of this kind 
are necessary in an option that is prac- 
tically cornered to bewilder the trade 
and conceal the hand of the manipu- 
lators. 

Outside of the May wheat episode, 
there was little of importance in. the 
market news. The Northwest was again 
dry and clear, but traders were dis- 
inclined to bull grain over Sunday. Win- 
ter wheat reports were all favorable 
and foreign advices good. 

The Michigan State report gave the 
condition of wheat on ay 1, at 98, 
against 87 per cent on April 1, 86 last 
May and 8 last June, when the crop 
was 15,000,000. The abandoned acreage 
is 2 per cent, against 3 per cent last 
year. Hessian filles did 3 per cent of the 
damage. The rye condition is 92 per 
cent, against 92 last year, and oats 
acreage, 96 per cent of an acreage. 

Liverpool wheat prices opened easy on 
American advices and a weak close at 
Buenos Ayres Friday. Plata offers were 
freer and Argentine crop advices good. 
The late market there rallied on light 
local arrivals, further inquiry for Aus- 
tralian cargoes firmly held and the 
Continent bidding for distant cargoes.

d( HE Woman Who Could” is the 
AF somewhat misleading title of 
a play by Howard V. Suther- 
land, published by Desmond Fitzgerald, 
New York, and announced as a play 
“with a purpose... It seems to be an at- 
tempt to pillory and reform that class 
of American men who gamble in stocks 
or Wall street and that class of Amer- 
ican Women, the wives and daughters 
of these men, who live extravagantly 
and keep their husbands’ and fathers’ 
noses tq the grindstone in a desperate 
effort to meet the feminine demand for 
money by fair means or foul. 


In picturing this basic condition the 
play is rather clever, its harassed and 
feverishly excited people causing the 
reader to realize the folly-stricken strain 
under which they are living and the 
unnecessary temptations to wrongdoing 
which they create for themselves. But 
the story told by these hapless folk 
reaches an altogether artificial and un- 
natural phase in the wholesale self- 
redemption effected under the shadow 
of what for a time seems irremediable 
calamity. This sudden and all-embrac- 
ing return to safe and sane righteous- 
ness jig pictured with childlike naivete, 
and a further stroke of unreality 1s 
added when, just the moment the play’s 
people become ‘“‘good,”’ it is discovered 
that their several fortunes had not been 
wiped out in a Wall street panic, be- 
ing saved at the last moment instead,

Out of the foul smells of that reeking 
center of the American leather trade, 
he had pald his way through,a New 
England college and had kept a balance 
to give him a atart after his return to 
St. Louis, which he had previously vis- 
ited. To keep his money from being 
stolen as he was making his way across 
the country, he had bought exchange fn 
New York on a St. Louis bank. When 


vended payment. Standing in front of 
their doors, with the crowd of forlorn 
depositors, one of these said: “This 
were is an annex of-hell and St. Louls 
s located on a choice quarter section.” 

" ONemweseais” said Brockmeyer. ‘The 
devil does not build cities and this city 
is being built.’ 

The mechanic was Henry C. Brock- 
meyer, aged. 28. ‘‘Here I -stay, ’ he add- 
ed in his diary. ‘“‘This is my home. I 
have lost what I had. Well, I will 
try and nat lose the loss.”’ 

His gain from the loss is recorded in 
the diary kept during 1856 and.» now 
published by E. C. Brockmeyer, Wash- 
ington, D. C. As a “human . docu- 
ment,” it is intended to rank and prob- 
ably it will finally rank above the sim- 
ilar studies of himself and his own 
world made by Thoreau. After learning 


Yall the New Engiand “Transcendental- 


ists’”’ had to teach, Henry C. Brock- 
meyer at 28 had realized it as a mere 
primer lesson in what he expected to 
practice in St. Louis when he began 
working as a molder’s helper in the 
Filley stove foundry, without knowing 
anything about the trade. He soon be- 
gins calling himself a ‘‘skillet-maker,” 
but on applying for work he did not 
know how to make “skillets” er to run 
a pioneer stove foundry on improved 
principles. He had no doubt he could 
do Nght work of that kind in a way 
that would leave his mjnd free for his 
serious business in life. Among other 
things, the diary tells all about mak- 
ing stoves successfully in St. Louis, by 
beginning with skillets, without know- 
ing how and learning how to do ft. In 
the same year he started, Brockmeyer 
was in virtual charge of the works. 
He then took charge of the proprietor, 
took him away from the works as far 
as possible and educated him back to 
life in the deep woods by teaching him 
how to fish, shoot ducks, squirrels an‘ 
deer. This was intended to make him 
nearly natural again, after he had be- 
come so artificial that city’ doctors 
could not’ teach him to eat or sleep 
successfully. MDuring this same time, 
the skillet-molder bought St. Louls 
real estate and built a house while he 
was locating a German colony on land 
be had bought in illinois. He also 
conducted a highly successful and in- 
teresting romance, including first les- 
sons in Hegel’s Logic, translated by 
himself, and used to develop the facu!- 
ties of the young lady he married in 
the last chapter.

that standpoint, there 
is nothing unimportant, egotistical, 
trivial or uninteresting in it. With 
the change of the ordinary standpoint 
what may appear thie most important 
realities disappear, and there may be 
nothing left except the blank screen 
on which these pictures of life, sup- 
posedly outside the author, ‘were pro- 
jected from the highest reality he 
recognizes—the mind he fs studying 
and developing inside himself to con- 
trol the outside. 

It would do the “Mechanic’s Diary’’ 
grave injustice to say that it might 
have. for its sub-title, “How to Be- 
come a Superman in Six Months on a 
Capital of $25.” This, however, may 
suggest that there is a great deal in 
the book it may be nece&sary to un- 
derstand before history made bet wéen 
1850 and 1910 is understood at all. 
Those who do understand the Diary 
will understand a theory which some 
may still expect to supplant the Dec- 
laration of Independence, and, tn a 
general way, all religious and polit- 
ical systems still fn greater or less 
vogue. If this is not a misapprehen- 
sion of the purpose of the Diary, it 
may be useful as it suggests that the 
work is beyond criticism. So in fact 
it is. As an addition to St. Louis 
literature, it is in a class of Its own, 
and it is the only one in its class.

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INTRODUCED -BY ARREST. 
ILLIAM STANLEY BRAITH- 
WAITE writes a prose introduc- 
tion to a volume of verse, pub- 
lished by Sherman, French & Co. of 
Poston, with the title: ‘‘The Sylvan 
Cabin, a Centenary Ode on the Birth 
ef Lincoln, and Other Poems, by Ed- 
ward Smyth Jones.’’ From the press of 
Mr. Braithwaite it seems that the author 
he introduces has made a creditable rep- 
utation by being: arrested. “To know 
that a man was sent to jail as the con- 
Sequence of a passionate desire to go to 
college and that the desire involved the 
tramping of dusty and hungry miles 
adds interest to the man that cannot 
fail in some significant way to set a 
glamor upon the poet.’’ So Mr. Braith- 
waite says and he adds that “poetry is 
made out of experience.’’ The poet him- 
siif adds: 
Dear friend, I say these words to 
you, 
Which through the ages will be true; 
Though I have power to combine 
These subtle rhymes of each sweet 
line, 
Yet shall I never live to see, 
The title, “‘poet,’’ given to me. 


When such a statement is made by a 
Boston poet, it may be asked: “Why 
not?’’ The Boston poet must then an- 
swer for himself. In the case of other 
Americans who were born poets the an- 
swer can be given. without prejudice to 
Boston. There are hundreds of -them, 
held in present arrest as poets only be- 
cause the verse they print Is not up to 
the standard of their own prose. They 
were born with the ability to learn to 
talk good English prose and also to 
learn to write it. Some of them work 
hard enough at universities, colleges or 
public schools to learn how to finish 
their prose. They may finish it so well 
that they seem Ikely never to be ar- 
rested as prose writers. They may go 
cn writing better prose as long as they 
like or as long as they live. But in- 
stead of writing verse that will be at 
least as good as their prose, they are 
arrested as poets by publication and 
otherwise to such an extent that most of 
them may never be heard of after pay- 
ing their publishers’ bills. 
tonclude that their publisher is the 
only one who gives them.the title of 
poet and that he ought to have been ar- 
rested for his methods of doing it. But 
even now out of every ton of arrested 
poetry, thus published fn the United 
States, there may be a hundredweight 
which is in better.English than its own 
authors might have written in prose. 
When out of each hundred weight of 
rrinted matter comes one pennyweight 
of poetry finished so well that no prose 
could equal it, it shows how American 
writers may be liberated for doing their 
best work in prose or verse.

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NEW VIEW OF CREATION. 
ENRY BERGSON, member of the 
Institute and professor of the Cal- 
lege Of France, has contributed 
his work, Creative Evolution,”’ 
epoch-making addition to the 
of the ages, and will 
doubtless take his. place in the 
thin line of distinguished men of 
great intellect whose thoughts mold 
men’s ideas of the meaning of life. In 
this book of nearly 400 pages he reviews, 
with something of the clear, intimate 
style of the late William James, the 
various theories of life and conscious- 
ness, and illuminates them with his 
own originality. His philosophy is a 
synthesis constructed not'‘so much out 
of the facts of life as from what might 
be called philosophic intuition, which 
sees thé whole of existence as a living 
being, rather than a monstrous mechan- 
ism. He understands the mechanism as 
far as modern science has analyzed it, 
but he points out how erroneuos a view 
we get of life through viewing it cut up 
into bits, fixed in space and time, instead 
of viewing it.as a continuous, unresting 
flux, an impetus perpetually going on, 
a growth which also, carries with it all 
its past. He would have the student of 
life use the intuition as well as the in- 
tellect in the attempt'to get a true view 
of what creation is. In the cage of our 
own individual existence, feeling tells us 
as much as thought. It might be well to 
improve on the Cartesian maxim, “‘I 
think, therefore I am,’ by expanding 
it to read: “I think and feel; therefore 
I know that I exist.’’

Paul Trent, in The Vow, has struck 


upon a new theme in novel writing. Af 


man of millions, who has gained all his 
wealth by selfish and sometimes crim- 
inal methods, meets his first seeming 
defeat when neither wealth nor medical 
science can save his wife from death. 
In desperation he falls to his knees, 
and, holding her hand, exclaims: “Give 
her back to me—and I vow all the rest 
of my days to your service.” Her life 
is restored and then enters a struggle 
against conscience and desire, against 
love and duty. All ill-gotten gains must 
be atoned for, all selfish motives 
curbed, a whimsical wife and a wee 
child must be considered, but not at the 
cost of a perjured soul. — 

Into the story is brought a rather 
saintly minister, as a sort of adviser 
extraordinary in the new life of atone- 
ment. He at times assumes the im- 
portante of a principal character, draw- 
ing nearér and nearer together the hus- 
band and wife, who at times are mear 
to separation as a result of the. unusual! 
vow, of which the wife is in ignorance. 

The wife wins sympathy, only to 
throw it away again; the husband seems 
to almost forget his vow and duty in 
his lave for a fight, but the minister 
always awakens the love theme between 
husband ,and wife, which supplies the 
genuine interest of the story. 

There are attempts at thrills in pic- 
turing events in the Congo Free State, 
where most of the ill-gotten wealth was 
gained, but the interest is kept alive by 
the pecullar and ever-recurring love 
theme, rather than by any of the labor- 
ious descriptions of harrowing scenes in 
South Africa. 

A very human sister of the wife and 
a soldier of the rough-and-ready type 
add an interesting contrast in character 
drawing, and the very improbable story 
of love, romance, religion, politics and 
piracy mixed into a palatable potion, 
leaves a very pleasing taste.
